poat-war congresses, died its con­ 
stitutional

a tte r tw o hectic years ot turmoil 
and turbulence — and prodigious 
legislating. 
it w as called “th e H oover con­ 
g r e s s ' w hen It came into power 
sim ultaneously w ith the advent of 
th e 
new 
ad m inistration 
In 
1929. 
R epublican m ajorities w ere la rg e 
in both house*. 
F or the first time 
since 
reconst m et ion days, south­ 
ern 
state* 
were 
liberally 
rep re­ 
sented 
by 
.R epublicans 
in 
th e 
house. 
Hut 
"H oover 
congress” 
was

m isno m er— for

con­ 
g resses

Evans H ughes for the chief justice­ 
ship, a fter a b itter fight.

burglar trio, police said. 
R alph Baker, said to be a broth er 
of Fred, was also tuken into cus­ 
tody by authorities. 
it wa* his 
car, police said, th a t th e would-be 
robbers used in th eir a tte m p t to 
plunder the grocery w arehouse. 
C h ester Pawlaczy. 3»>, of Seattle, 
W ash., and an 
unidentified 
man. 
believed to be from Detroit, were 
slain as they attem p ted to e n te r 
the w arehouse, by a hail of 
bul­ 
lets from two m achine guns in th 
hands 
of 
police 
who 
had

guarding the place as a resu lt of 
previous a tte m p ts a t robbery. 
Confessing 
to

in the robbery, according to p o lice, 
Maker said he had been stationed 
on

m an.” W hen lie heard the bullet 
shots from within th e w arehouse, 
be leaped into his car and started 
to speed away. 
In his excitem ent, 
how ever, lie ran tile m a r b in e into 
a coal heap 
A bandoning t h e car, according to 
t h e alleged story

authorities, 
Maker 
tied 
on 
foot 
and 
finally 
"th u m b e d ” his way into Toledo. 
Maker’* 
fath er was 
responsible 
for the alleged would-be ro b b e r’* 
confession, G rant said. 
The par­ 
ent becam e confused under ques­ 
tioning and finally ad m itted th at he 
and his son had “tru m ped up” an 
alibi, th e police chtef said. 
Maker denied know ledge of the 
identity of his com panions.

said he knew them only slightly.

store near here, who said the m an 
had entered the store recently and 
robbed it of about $40.

—Muscle Shoals again was 
the “political symbol” Presi­ 
dent Hoover predicted his 
veto would make it, and con­ 
gress — and Senator Norris 
(R) of Nebraska—were no 
nearer today to forcing gov­ 
ernment 
operation 
of 
the 
huge wartime power and ni­ 
trate plant than they were ; 
ten years ago. 
The senate sustained the 
Pi •esident’s rejection of the 
Norris bill last night, 49 to 
34. 
in a prelim inary s t a t e rn e u t 
issued lartt S aturday, Mr. H o o v er! 
predicted he would be accused of 
‘ favoring 
the 
pow er 
tru st 
if 
he 
vetoed th e m easure, and m em bers 
of congress w ere quick to m ake 
this prediction com e true. 
S en ato r Black, (D ), or Alabama, 
• said the people of the South who 
voted for th e P resid en t in 192H be­ 
cause of sta te m e n ts indicating a p ­ 
proval, had been betrayed. 
Norrie 
also com m ented 
bitterly on the 
P resid en t’s stand. 
The adm in istratio n m ay not fare 
so well next D ecem ber, if N orris 
once again presses iii* bill.

then, 
with its u n certain ty of control by 
eith er m ajor political {utrty, p re ­ 
sum ably would look far m ore kind­

Our attention has been called to an article containing a statement of City Solicitor Wm. A. Miller, 
appearing on the front page of The Evening Gazette, published in Xenia on Monday, March 2nd, 
the cbntents of which is intended to be a comparison between the proposed ordinances of The Day­ 
ton Power and Light Co., and the Citizens Public Service Co., Which accompanied a letter said to 
have been written to Mayor Jacob Kany by City Solicitor Wm. A. Miller.

This so-called comparison is based upon a misconception of the facts, and contains a number of 
mis-statements to which we wish to call attention, and clarify. 


In order to clear up the controversial points brought up in the letter of the City Solicitor, and to 
facilitate the proper study of tho matter based u pon FACTS, we are embodying below the two 
columns as submitted by tho City Solicitor to wh ich we are adding a third column setting forth the 
true facts involved in the matter

Important Points to Remember 


The statement of the City Solicitor contained in the third paragraph of the article published In 
the Gazette, quotes the Solicitor aa having said that toe Citizens Public Service Company is a non­ 
existent Ohio corporation. 
This statement is rather misleading in view of the fact that articles 
of incorporation were on file with the Secretary of State in Columbus. Ohio, prior to the publica­ 
tion of the statement of the City Solictor appearing in tne Gazette March 2nd. 


The rates under the proposed Citizen* Public Service Company franchise ordinance are materially 
lower than those proposed by The Dayton Power and Light Company, and offer substantial sav­ 
ings to the power and light consumers of Xenia. 
Any utility company serving Xenia, or any other 
City in Ohio, cannot definitely state that rates cannot be changed during the term of the fran­ 
chise. HOWEVER, with Dayton Power and Light Company service, coming from Dayton, it is log- 
leal to assume that the rates in Xenia WILL NEVER RE LOWER than exist in Dayton. On the 
other hand, with an INDEPENDENT, SEPARATE UTILITY located in Xenia, no such influence 
will ever be felt, and rate structures will always be more favorable than with a high line service 
from Dayton. Also, with the separate utility operating in Xenia, independent of the neighboring 
high line companies, the competitive influence will always prevail. 
If the operating Company 
should fail in any of its obligations to the City or the inhabitants of the City, or should attempt to 
exact unjust or higher rates, the City has immediate recourse to competition which will then lie 
wafting for an opportunity to come in. 


The investment proposed to be made by The Citizens Public Service Company In the City of Xenia 
is very substantial and the Company could not afford to de other than render excellent service at 
Reasonable rates. 
Effective destructive competition would render such investment worthless and 
result in irreparable loss to the Company. The interests of Xenia and the interests of The Citizens 
Public Service Company are practically parallel in this matter. 


IX) NOT FORGIT—The building of a local power plant and distribution 
system in Xenia will provide employment for many Xenia people at a time 
most needed.
